H.M.S. Amethyst steamed at full speed down the Yangtse River to 
freedom last night with afl guns blazing at Chinese Commun- 
ist stations that had held the vessel trapped since April 20, an 
informed naval source here said today. 


This source said the frigate which was battered by Communist shells and 
grounded 150 miles up the Yangtse four months ago, ‘slipped anchor 
shortly before midenighst and started off at full steam, astern of a river

even at tho start and pitch black for most of her seven and a suarter

The economic basis for: that 
organisation is the European 
Recovery Programme. The 
military basis is the security 
system set up under the Brus- 
sels Defence Pact and the At- 
lantie Treaty. Last January a 
cautious and preliminary 
move was made in the direc- 
tion of a third form of the or- 
#anisation—political union. In 
London the Brussels Pact 
countries (Britain, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxemburg) announced an 
agreement in principle on a 
Council of Europe. 

Recently in London the re- 
presentatives of the Brussels 
pact countries and Italy, Ire- 
land, Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden met. to establish the 
Council. They signed a sta- 
tute. Under which the Coun- 
cil is made up of a kind of 
Cabinet and Parliament. 

The “Cabinet” is the Com- 
mittee of Ministers. This com- 
mittee is to consist of one de- 
legate from each member 
government. These delegates 
presumably will be under or- 
ders-from their home govern- 
ments, like delegates to the 
UN. Decisions will be made 
unanimously. 

The “Parliament” is the 
Consultative Assembly. It is 
to have 87 delegates from 
the member countries (the 
number in each delegation 
depends on the size of the 
country). Full resolutions are 
to be made by unanimous 
vote; expressions of the As- 
sembly’s “wish” by a two- 
thirds majority. 

Powers of the Council are 
limited. Participating nations 
have not relinquished their 
sovertign rights. The findings 
of the Council will be only 
recommendations. The Coun- 
cil may not discuss matters 
of defence. 

The inaugural meeting of 
the Council will take place 
at Strasbourg next week and 
we .wish it every success. .
